Men employed on continuous work 
in blast furnaces, excepting those vf 
the United States Steel corporation, 
work seven days a week, but are al- 
lowed a day off if they want it, ac- 
cording to the steel publication, In 
the Youngstown (QOhio) district, ac- 
cording to independent companies, 
the 12-hour day has been almost 
wholly eliminated, but in the blast 
furnace and coke departments, the 
seven-day week pyrevails, with the 
eight-hour day and the privilege of 
one day off a week. 

Independents in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict have made some progress to- 
ward reducing working hours, but 
some companies have been inclined to 
yield in cases where employees want- 
ed to work 12 hours a day to in- 
crease their earnings. 
| “The Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railway company is the only com- 
pany in the south that has abolished 
the seven-day week and 12-hour day,” 
said James A. Farrell, president of 
the United States Steel corporation. 
“We also pay from 15 to 25 per cent 
more wages than other manufactur- 
ers in that district.”

followed continuous communication 
between the German delegation here 
and President Ebert in Berlin. Final- 
ly, the Germans received a 17,000- 
word reply from Berlin to the French 
proposals. This was understood to 
have been in the nature of a counter- 
proposal, but the announcement of 
German acceptance’ indicates’ tbat 
whatever difficulties remain, will be 
removed very shortly. 

Up until the last, the Germans 
made desperate efforts to obtain fur- 
ther concessions from the. French. 
Chancellor Marx, Foreign Minister 
Stresemann and Dr. Luther, minister 
of finance, conferred throughout the 


afternoon, coordinating the prolific 
instructions and observations con- 


tained in the reply from Berlin. Af- 
terward they went to Dawning street, 
where they saw Premier MacDonald, 
but the latter refused to yield in the 
allied proposals for evacuation. Am- 
bassador Kellogg participated in this 
conference. 
Herriot Stands Pat.. 

The Germans indicated then that 
if they failed to win concessions from 
the French and Belgians in a later 
conference, they would accept the 
allied terms. Premier Herriot de- 
clined to modify his position and, be- 
cause of the hostile attitude in the 
French chamber toward conceding 
anything to Germany, the allies re- 
fused to exert any pressure on Her- 
riot which would invite the defeat of 
his government. 

In German circles, it is explained 
that the Berlin government had ob- 
jected throughout the day to the fact 
that Herriot’s assurances of doing 
everything possible to speed up the 
evacuation were merely verbal. It is 
understood that Marx and Stresemann 
will still urge MacDonald that the 
French and Belgians should put their 
assurances in writing. If the pro- 
posals were clarified by formal corre- 


spondence, the Germans argue, it 
would facilitate the ratification § of 


the Dawes protocols in the reichstag. 

But despite whatever effort the 
Germans make to modify the French 
terms, it is felt that in all major 
points the acceptance is conclusive. 
To support this feeling, well-informed 
‘Germans declare they believe the con- 
| ference will be finished by Saturday 
‘or Sunday and that the German dele- 
gation hopes to leave for Berlin by 
Monday.

The 
allies attempted to do so, but Herriot 
declared finally that it was impossi- 
ble for him to reced without risking 
the repudiation of the chamber of 
deputies. 

The French delegation is spending 
the night im drafting a full, formal 
offer to the Germans, which the lat- 
ter are expected to accept in the 
morning. 


GERMAN EDITORS TOLD 
ACCEPTANCE INEVITABLE. 

Berlin, August 15.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Dr. Karl Jarres, vice 
chancellor and minister of the inte- 
rior, summoned the German editors to 
government headquarters late tonight 
and made an announcement on the 
conclusions reached during the course 
of today’s conferences between Presi- 
dent Ebert and the members of the 
cabinét and the Reichstag leaders 
with regard to the London repara- 
tions conference situation. 

Dr. Jarres plainly admitted that 
the solid international front opposing 
the German delegates in London 
made further resistance by them fu- 
tile, unless Germany was prepared to 
take the 1¢sponsibility for wrecking 
the conference and thereby virtually 
scrapping the Dawes plan. 


The German delegates, Dr. Jarres 
said, would now strive to rescue as 


much out of the situation as they 
could. They would attempt to secure 
the early removal of large troop con- 
tingents at frequent intervals, thus 
securing tangible evidence of French 
good will. 

Political circles here are inclined 
to find an element of hope or of 
promise in the situation by assuming 
that since Frank B. Kellogg, the 
American ambassador, and the Ameri- 
ean bankers have thrown their deci- 
sive support to M. Herriot, American 
political and financial interests ob- 
viously wiii exert a watchful, if not 
a protecting influence on German af- 
fairs in the Ruhr. as far as they 
have en active bearing on Germany's 
obligations under the terms of the 
Dawes pian.

One man familiar 
with conditions in Ohio says that of 
every three yotes La Follette gets in 
that state, two will be votes that 
would otherwise be for Davis. 

Fear Negro Defection. 

As to some other developments of 
the campaign, the republicans are 
less complacent. They have become 
infected with a real fear about the 
hegzgro vote. The negro leaders are 
muttering. One of the principal negro 
leaders in a northern city is going to 
announce that he is for Davis. Con- 
eern about the negro vote is believed 
to have some connection with twe 
recent actions of Coolidge—his let- 
ter about a negro being given the re- 
publican nomination for congress in 
a New York district, and the friend- 
ly reference to negroes in his ac- 
eeptance speech. 

The negro leaders seem to be in 
a mood not to be placated by fine 
words, What they want is jobs, and 
the burden of their complaint is that 
they haven't had enough jobs frem 
Coolidge and Harding. Some of the 
less 7 disturbed republican lead- 
€rs say that this talk from the negro 
leaders is not to be feared: that the 
political type of negro leader has 
really no weight with his own people, 
and that the bulk of the negro vot- 
ers can be depended on to keep to the 
dearest tradition, namely, that of vot- 
ing for the party that freed the slave. 

Discuss Local Conditions. 

_It is these and other local condi- 
tions in the states, and not issues, 
that form the burden of the discus- 
sions of the republican leaders among 
themselves. It was the same at the 
gathering of the democratic leaders 
that came to hear Davis at Clarks- 
burg, last Monday. Practically every 
state leader of both parties has a 
doleful tale to tell about local cross 
currents, impossible to control, and 
as to their results, impossible to cal- 
culate accurately. In some states it 
is the Ku Klux Klan; in others, the 
labor vote: in others, 
excitement about the personalities of 
eandidates for governor and the like. 
For example, in one state a candi- 


date for governor is a_ Christian 
Scientist and the local state medical 
association, with all the local ortho- 
dox doctors, have taken on themselves 
the burden of beating him. It is of 
such local trivialities that the cam- 
paign so far consists. The anticipa- 
tion, however, is that this will be end- 
ed within a few days and that with 
both the. acceptance speeches before 
the people, we shall begin to arrive 
at the discussion of real issues ade- 


quate to a presidential campaign. 


Lack of Display Noticeable 
There was some talk among the re- 
publicuns who came here from over 
the country about the lack of display 
attending Coolidge’s acceptance 
speech. There was a lack of bands, 
of flags, and of all that sort of thing. 
The answer of the republican man- 
agers resident in Washington was 
that this is deemed good taste, hav- 
ing regard to the fact that Coolidge 
is actually president and to his recent 
bereavement.

CORKSCREW PUNCH. 

Chicago, August 15.—One of the 
smartest, cleverest and most brutal 
fighters of ring history. is the descrip- 
tion given “Kid” McCoy, former 
welterweight @hampien, now facing a 
charge of murder in Los Angeles, by 
his former ring associates bere today. 

Joe Choynski, who fonght McCoy 
three times, told of the trick McCoy 
used in their third match which all 
but ended the boxing game in Brook- 
lyn. 
“He beat me in 20 rounds at San 
Francisco,” said Choynski, “then we 
fought a draw in Chicago, and were 
to settle it in Brooklyn. In the 
fourth round, I thought I had McCoy 
about knocked out. The fourth round 
ended and I was over in my corner 
when suddenly McCoy tcushed over 
while my back: was turned and sent 
a terrible right to my jaw. It all but 
knocked me out and nearly finished 
the boxing game in Brooklyn.” 

“McCoy invented the corkscrew 
punch,” said Jack Grace, McCoy's 
companion on the boxer’s South Afri- 
can trip years ago. As his fist con- 
nected with his opponenis face, the 
Kid turned it and, with this punch, 
McCoy would cut the rival battler to 
pieces.” 

Gun 10 Feet From Body. 

H. Ll. Bain, city detective, testi- 
fied to finding the gun which killed 
Mrs. Mors, 10 feet from where her 
body lay.

Previous Stock Exchange Deals. 

The report, a voluminous document 
of 240 typewritten pages, reviewed 
the litigation in whieh Saunders and 
the corporation have been involved 
for more than a year, as well ag the 
former’s marginal stock transactions 
on the New York and Chicago ex- 
changes. It comments upon. certain 
alleged practices of the New York ex- 
change, reaching the conclusion that

Claims of Saunders. 


In his receivership suit, Saunders 
alleged the concern owed more than 
$1,000,000. on short term notes, se- 
cured by 5,000 shares of the class 
“B” common stock of the stores com- 
pany, which it had accumulated, in 
addition to obligations totaling $2.- 
316,947.79, which he claimed to have 
made as an agent for the corpora- 
tion in his marginal stock operations. 
He also charged the existence of a 
conspiracy among stockholders of the 
stores company, to which the corpora- 
tion owed $400,000, to gain ‘control of 
the parent concern for the purpose of 
depressing the ‘value of its patent 
holdings. He contended that demand 
for the payment of these obligations 
could not be met by the cecrporation 
and asked the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to take charge of the concern, 
operate the business and conserve its 
assets until the claims of the various 
creditors could be determined = an.l 
settled. 

Suit Has Lasted Year. 

The corporation, in its answer, ad- 
mitted -the loans referred to by Saun- 
cers, but denied iiability for the obli- 
gations contracted by him in the stock 
operations. ‘The defendants moved 
dismissal of Saunders’ petition, but 
this was denied by Judge J. W. Ross, 
who referred the matter to the stand- 
ing master in chancery for a hearing 
and recommendations. 

The examination of witnesses by 
the master was begun last. fall and 
continued almost without interruption 
until two months ago. In the mean- 
time, Saunders, who founded the 
Piggly Wiggly business on patents 
and trade-marks which he later sold 
fo the corporation, filed a voluntary 
petition in bankriaptey and engaged in 
a new chain stores enterprise under 
his own name. His right to the use 
of his name and certain equipment in 
his stores was iade the subject of 
litigation, and tae corporation pro- 
cvred an injuacticn restraining him 
from operating hit new enterprise.

LOOSE LEGISLATION. 
The habit that the legislature of 


Georgia has fallen into of Joy-riding 
the major portion of its session in 
oratorical hysterics and irrelevant 
pyrotechnics, and then crucifying 
a number of good bills in the Jam, 
and finally ramming through appro- 
priation measures in a_ slip-shod, 
loose, irregular and thoroughly dis- 
organized manner, in defiance of 
law, is today jeopardizing a number 
of state institutions with a serious 
and wholly indefensible situation. 
In the last hours of the session 
which has Just closed, appropriation 
bills of the most urgent importance 
—supply and deficiency bills, in- 
deed, that are important {8 the con- 
tinuance of the universNy, the 
Georgia Tech, the state sanitarium, 
ete.—were passed contrary to the 
provisions and restrictions of the 
constitution, but after a ringing, 


warning had been soundetl by Chalr- 
man Culpepper that the law was 
being violated, and a most menacing 
situation promoted. As it is, the 
governor is threatening to veto 
these supply bills to the amount of 
$600.000. For the sake of the 
welfare of the institutions, if there 
is any legal escape from a veto he 
will naturally and gratifying employ 
it. But whether there is or not, the 
whole affair has demonstrated a 
legislative tendency in Georgia that 
has been going from bad to worse 
for years, and has culminated this 
year in real trouble of a most se- 
rious nature. 

Distinctively the organic law pro- 
vides that appropriation bills shall 
originate in the house and shall be 
passed by both houses by a major- 
ity of the membership on a roll- 
call vote. It also provides that the 
senate shall have power to amend 
any bill—appropriation bills in- 
cluded, but it cannot add to any 
pill, under the subterfuge of 
“amendment,” an entirely new ap- 
propriation foreign to the title and 
caption. That is obviously in de- 
fiance of orderly procedure as well 
as in defiance of law. To permit 
such would afford loopholes that 
would break down every safeguard 
that the constitution places around 
appropriation legislation. 

In the appropriation bills now 
named, rammed through in the clos- 
ing hours of a vaudeville climax to 
a fall So-day session, all of these 
laws were flagrantly violated. The 
‘senate tacked on in the guise of 
amendments new appropriations 
foreign to the bill thus employed 
as a carrier; the house passed ap- 
propriation bills without the re- 
quired roll call vote, but merely by 
viva voce vote with less than a ma- 
jority of members actually on the 
floor—and thus the mess and the 
muddle that the legislature has 
created. 

The governor has very correctly 
sounded a warning. It ought to 
ring like a clarion from the sea to 
the mountains. There must be a 
change in the way. the legislatures 
operate-in this state, or the: state 
will be in a much more unenviable

AIRPLANE DUSTING. 

Cotton farmérs of Georgia and 
adjoining states will be deeply inter- 
ested in a boll weevil fight from the 
air that will be made, purely for 
demonstration and educational pur-| 
poses, at Athens on August 26. Dr. 
Soule, president of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, upon 
whose invitation Dr, B. R. Coad, of 
the United States department of 
agriculture, will visit Georgia, will 
be associated with a committee of 
prominent Georgians in staging this 
educational exhibit. The distribu- 
tion of calcium arsenate over several 
hundred acres of cotton in the 
Athens territory will be made from 
three airplanes that will be brought 
to Athens by Dr. Coad for the pur- 
pose, one of them an old army 
plane, thus demonstrating the prac- 
ticability of equipping planes built 
for other purposes to this boll 
weevil fight; and the other two, a 
large and small plane, both built 
especially for boll weévil work. 

Dr. Soule and his staff will have 
charge of the ceremonies, which 
will include a barbecue for fully 
5,000 people, and addresses by Dr. 
Coad, Dr. Soule and others, This 
will be Dr, Coad’s first official visit 
to Georgia, and the welcome to him, 
so well and favorably known for 
his great work in boll weevil con- 
trol, will be cordial and generous. 
The Constitution knows Dr. Coad to 
be a man of great ability and force 
and devoted unselfishly to his work. 
His experiments at the govern- 
ment’s, stations at Tallulah, La. 
have eovered every suggestion of) 
weevil control, fully and exhaus- 
tively, and he has unflinchingly held

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE RICHT SALT RATION, 

Does too much salt in or on food 
do any harm? How much salt should 
one take daily? Why do doctors 
sometimes cautiom patients against 
the use of salt? 

A certain amount of salt must be 
supplied as food for all but strictly 
carnivorous animals that suck the 
blood as well as eat the flesh and 
bones of their prey. But from habit 
we human civilized beings consume 
considerably more salt than is physi- 
Ologically necessary. Perbaps less 
than half a teaspoonful is sufficient 
for all requirements of the body for 
a day; the average salt ration is 
nearer to two or three teaspoonfuls 
daily. 

Herbivorous animals and man tak- 
ing a mixed diet, largely vegetable, 
crave and need more salt than carniv- 
©rous animais. Men living principal- 
ly upon meats or other animal foods 
do not crave salt, The element potas- 
sium is present in vegetables, fruits 
and cereals in greater amount than 
the element sodium, and the potas- 
sium salts react with the sodium 
salts in the blood, forming new and 
foreign salts which are eliminated, 
and that removes enough sodium from 
the blood to create the demand for 
more sodium chlorid, which is salt. 

When an excess of salt is taken in 
or on food an edematous or dropsical 
or water logged state of the tissues 
is likely to develop, for the salt re- 
tains too much water in the tissues 
and in the blood. In certain patho- 
logical conditions of edema or dropsy 
and inflammation associated with a 
bogy swelling of the tissues, a re- 
striction of the salt intake, by means 
of a salt poor or salt free diet, helps 
to overcome the trouble. It requires 
from two to six weeks to note the 
benefits, 

Persons inclined to have swollen 
ankles or puffiness about the feet 
late in the day may well consider 
whether thev are consuming more salt 
than is wholesome, 

Certain tempting abominations like 
the ubiquitous hot dog, and certain 
supplementary delicacies like pret- 
zels, saited nuts, ham and eggs, [fur- 
nigh palatable excuses for consuming 
huge quantities of salt. The bouil- 
lon cubes are chiefly salt with a fla- 
voring of beef, and most of the liquid 
or concentrated beef preparations are 
highly salted. Sea fish and _ shell- 
fish are naturally salty, and further 
salt is added to the canned, smoked, 
dried or pickled products. Anchovy 
paste is 40 per cent salt. Brick 
cheese is 10 per cent salt. Caviar 
is 6 per cent galt. Smoked salmon 
is 10 per cent salt. Sardines in oil 
contain 1.34 per cent salt. Oysters 
are 0.5 per cent; beef, 0.11 per cent; 
fresh pork, 0.11 per cent; mutton, 
0.14 per cent; chicken, 0.14 per cent. 

For a salt poor diet let the cook 
Omit salt from the bread and from 
the meat and from the vegetables. 
Ordinary bread contains 0.7 per cent 
salt, and the usual addition in making 
bread brings this up to 0.10 per cent. 
Fresh water fish contain little salt. 
Fresh eggs may be tsken without 
salt addition. Butter may be had 
unsalted. Fresh cream may be used 
freely. Swiss cheese is less salty than 
domestic cheeses. English cream 
cheese is least salty of all. Green 
peas, carrots, leeks, endive, lettuce, 
French beans, celery and various 
salads may be taken. Raw or cooked 
fruit has very little salt in it. Choco- 
late, tea or coffee contain practically 
no salt.

Republican national committeemen, 
senators and other party leaders who 
heard the president’s acceptance speech 
commented in rapturous terms Friday, 
declaring that Coolidge had revealed 
himself a plain-spoken man who be- 
lieved in thrift and common sense. 

Democrats and progressives thought 
that Ceolidge was entirely teo com- 
placent regarding the seandals and 
are not dispesed to accept his con- 
tention that the adoption of the 
budget system by the republican ad- 
ministration is an answer to all of 
the charges of graft and dishonesty 
in government that have been made. 

Contrast Revealed in Speeches. 

The contrasting personalities of 
Coolidge and Davis are clearly re- 
vealed in the literary form of their 
speeches. Davis, the eminent law- 
yer, spoke in finely rounded sentences. 
drove home his arguments with hard 
logic, and. jabbed at the republican 
weak spots with sharp pointed 
phrases. 

Coolidge, on the other hand, talked 
in strict conformity with the home- 
ly, Yankee character which he has 
acquired in the public mind. Yet. be- 
hind the simple phrases there was the 
skill and art of a man who has been 
running for office all of his life. He 
drew up an attractive summary of 
the achievements of the Harding- 
Coolidge administration and at the 
same time glided easily over the dark 
chapters exposed by Walsh = and 
Wheeler, even avoiding mention of 
Harding's name, and then attempted 
to smother his opponents 
phrase about the country wanting a 
government of common sense. 


Two Main Differences. 


Going from hokum to the real 
problems of government, Coolidge and 
Davis are not far apart, except on 
the league of nations and the tar- 
iff, and of course the question of 
whether the republican party is re- 
sonsible for the corruption during the 
ast four years. 

Coolidge opposes’ entering the 
league, but wants to cooperate with 
Europe and even with the league 
whenever feasible. Davis wants to 
enter the league, but not until the 
American people are ready. Cool- 


idge is for the protective tariff. Davis 
wants a tariff for revenue only. 

On most o'er issues, the two can- 
didates are on fairly common ground, 
though Davis tinges his views with 
& more progressive color than Cool- 
idge. Davis is for abolition 
injunction in labor disputes. 
idge is silent on that question. Both 
favor further tax reduction, though 
they do not agree as to the form of 
such reduction. Both are for the 
world court. Both want another 
armament limitations conference, 
though Davis stipulated he wants to 
see all nations invited to the next 
one. Both favor farin relief, Davis 
going a little further in his declara- 
tions than Coolidge, who proposes a 
commission to investigate the ques- 
tion of permanent farm relief.

DROPPING AWAY. 

Golfers generally understand that 
a ball which stops in ground under 
repair may be lifted and dropped out 
without penalty. But confusion fre- 
quently arises on this point as 1s 
shown by a question submitted to’the 
writer a short time since. In this 
case a pile of |:umus was maintained 


off the fairway und by local rule was 
held as ground under repair. A strip 


of rough intervened between the hu- 
mus and the fairway, and the point 


of debate was wiether a player, lift- 
ing a ball to drop on the humus, 


was entitled to drop on the fairway 
or was required to drop in the rough. 


The rule provides that a ball lifted 
from ground under repair may be 


dropped a club ieugth away from such 
ground, not nearer the hole. So that 


in the particular case cited, if the 
ground under repair was more than 
a club length from the fairway, then 
the ball must be dropped in the 
rough; if less than a club length 
away, the plaxer was entitled to drop 
on the fairway. 
Hitting a Stake. 

A good many debates over golf 
rules result from the player’s lack of 
knoweldge of his privileges under cer- 
tain conditions that lead him into a 
situation that makes him think he is 
vetting the worst of things. In the 
course of play 2t a mid-western club 
not long since, a player’s ball stopped 
about 10 yards short of a direction 
flag.

State Entomologist Ira W. Williams 
points out in the report that the chief 
reason among several w ¥y the 
farmers will profit by théearly de- 
struction of the stalks, is the fact that 
if the stalks are destroyed early in 
the fall, it would stop the’ increase of 
the weevil in late squares. : 

The report furtier says that by the 
destroying of the stalks that this will 
“eut off the food supply of the wee 
vil” and will either force them to seek 
food elsewhere “‘or go into winter quar- 
ters in a famished condition.” This 
step on the part of the farmers, in 
the opinion of the state entomologist, 
would save the “farmers of Georgia 
millions of dollars.’ The more wee- 
vil that is to be had at hibernating 


time, continues the report, will mean 
that more will be carried through to 
another crop. The stalks should be 
destroyed as early as possible after 
the cotton has been picked and, con- 
tinues the report, ‘“‘the earlier the bet- 
ter.” 

“In case, after you have destroyed 
your stalks,” says the message to the 
farmers, “the weevils go to a neigh- 
bor’s field for food they will hibernate 
in or near his field, and on coming 
out in the spring will start feeding and 
remain until late summer on cotton 
nearest their hibernating lace. You 


ean readily see that it is a great ad- 


vantege for a cotton grower to de- 
stroy his stalks, even if his neighbors 
do not, 

Will Be Starved. 

“The few weevils that might remain 

after the stalks have been destroyed 
will go to their winter sleep in a starved 
condition, and few will survive until 
another crop. The few survivors will 
be able to deposit a much smaller num- 
ber of eggs than those that were well 
fed late in the fall. 
“There is still another reason for 
destroying stalks early, that is, in our 
opinion, more important than all 
others, and that is to get rid of the 
weevils in the young, unopened bolls. 
We have made a close study of this 
subject for years, and after a severe 
winter have been able to find a larze 
number of weevils in the hard bolls on 
standing stalks and even on the sur- 
face where stalks were not plowed up 
until such bolls had become thorough- 
ly sensoned and hardened. 

“These weevils did not reach ma- 
turity until fall, and were either unable 
to get out of the hard boll, or by in- 
stinct elected to remain in the warr 
lint in the boll until spring, at which 
time they might with ease, emerge 
from the partly decayed boll. Not 
having consumed any energy before 
hibernation they are possessed of as 
much vitality as the young wesvil 
hatched in mid-growing season and do 
much more damage than the weevil 
that spent the winter in the open. 

Typical Case. 

“A few years ago we left one acre 
of stalks standing in the center of 3 
forty acre field. Al) other stalks were 
destroyed early. This acre had been 
clean. cultivated and did not have 
enough litter to afford winter pro- 
tection for the weevil. The entire 
field was planted to coton the follow- 
ing year, and as soon as the plants 
were well up weevil could be found in

Washington, August 15.—The acre- 
age of winter wheat to be sown this 
fall will be about 42,919,000 acres, if 
intentions to plant as expressed by 
farmers on August 1 are carried out, 
the department of agriculture report- 
ed today. 

An increase of 7.5 per cent or 
986,000 acres in the area to be sown, 
as compared with last fall, is indicated 
by 19,000 farmers reporting for their 
own farms.

The average annual 
abandonment for the last ten years 
has been 10.6 per cent, the reduction 
In acreage «due to abandonment rang- 
ing from 1.1 to 28.9 per cent. If the 
average annual abandonment should 
occur this winter, it would leave from 
the intend-d sowings about 38,370,000 
acres to be harvested next summer, 
compared with 36,898,000 acres har- 
vested this year, or 4 per cent more.

Washington, August 15.—The J.jy- 
erpool Cotton association has inform- 
ed American cotton trade representa- 
tives that it is not Interested at this 
time in further negotiations follow- 
ing its decision to withdraw from the 
international agreement accept'ng the 
official cotton standards of the United 
States es universial standards 

Annoucement of the attitude of the 
Liverpool »mssociation was made 
known today by the department of 
agriculture after receipt of cablegrams« 
in reply to messages sent at the auc- 
gestion of American trade representa- 
tives, 

“Liverpool's notice to withdraw will 
become effective August 1, 1925,” said 


a stateme it issued by the department 
“In the meantime universal standards 


for American cotton are in full oper- 


ation. Under the present law the Je- 
partment of agriculture had adequate 
authority to make the United States 
standards universal in the sale of 


American cotton to foreign countries, . 


as well as at home. 

“In withdrawing from the coopera- 
tive undertaking Liverpool arbitra- 
tions on universal standards will cease 
to be final after July 31, 1925. With 
the cooperation of the other Furopean 
cotton exchanges the movement for 
establishing universal standards, as 
the one basis for trading in Ameri-

August. 

Policy Is Still Same. 

“Our policy of 1917, 1918 and 
1921 still holds good,’ De Valera 
i The crowd cheered.

fought in Dublin with one faction of 
Irishmen sniping out of the windows

Dr. Weathers was persuaded to 
come to Macon with 10 ounces of the 
drug, unlabeled and in a_ suitcase. 
Under the terms of the sale he ex- 
pected to receive $17,480 for the can, 
or about four. times the value. 

Dr. Weathers waived examination 
today and is still confined in the Bib) 
county jail. 

He does not use morphine, the nar- 
cotic ipspectors say, but is a victim 
of cannabis indica, or Indian hemp.
